General in action to maintain segregation. 


New Orleans States, a New Orleans newspaper, 
in an article dated August 30, 1955, Page 7,Columns 
3 and 4, reported that Attorney GERARD P AMAULT has 
been hired by the Orleans Parish School Board at a 
Salary of $25,000 to represent the Board in all problems 
involving segregation. The article stated that RAULT 
would be paid $15,000 by the Board and $10,000 by the State 
of Louisiana. The article reported that the state funds 
are pert of a $100,000 grant made August 8, 1955 to hire 
attorneys to fight public school integration. The article 
reported that it was this grant that the National Associa- 
tion for the Advancement of Colored People stated it would 
contest in a law suit.
